The general assembly of Georgia will 
eonvene at 10 o’clock this morning. This 
is the hour at which the legislature must 
meet by law. 

There will be 
a caucus of the senate demo- 
erats on account of the fact that 
there is no opposition to any of the can- 
didates. Hon. William Clifton, of Mc- 
Intosh, yesterday announced his with- 
drawal from the race for secretary of 
the senate, leaving only Hon, Charles 8. 
Northen in the field for that position. 
Doubtless, however, the democratic mem- 
bers of the senate will meet to see if 
there is any preliminary business to be 
transacted, prior to assembling at 10 
o’elock. 

Nearly all of the members of the gen- 
eral assembly are here and are ready for 
the fray. Others will be in on the early 
morning trains, and nearly every one of 
the 17% members of the house and forty- 
four members of the senate will answer 
to rol] call at 10 o'clock.

Asreement to Ths Effect ls Made 
by the Candidates, 


Signed Statement to the Effect That 


They Desired No Caucus To 
ide Speakership—House 
Will Meet at 10 O'Clock 
and Elect Speaker. 


The election of a speaker of the house 
Of representatives will be had this morn- 
ing without the intervention of a caucus 
of the demdcratic members of the house. 

It was decided lat last night, after a 
conference between the three candidates 
for speaker, through Hon. John W. Akin. 
of Gordon, as intermediary, that they 
Gid not desire a caucus, and each of 
them signed an agreement to the effect 
that they preferred to let the matter gO 
direct to the legislature. The ent 
was brief, simply stating that after a 
consideration of the matter the candi- 
dates did not desire a caucus of the dem- 
ocrats of the house for the purpose of 
deciding the question of the speakership. 

The three candidates did not meet in 
conference, the matter being arranged 
by Mr. Akin, and at its conclusion thelr 
friends expressed entire satisfaction with 
the result. 

It whs about 11:30 o’clock when this 
agreement was finally reached. The 
caucus would have but an hour to meet, 
should one be held. There are no rules 
tc govern its deliberations, and it would 
be impossible to prevent filibustering un-

- CLAIMED — 
IN A SUGAR 
_ IN CHICAGO 


Victims Were at Work on the Top Floor of a Skyscraper and They Had No 
Chance ‘Fo Escape--Several Men Jumped and Were Mangled 


Chicago, October 21.—By a fire which 
broke out shortly before midnight in the 
plant of the Glucose sugar refinery, sit- 
uated at Taylor street and the Chicag¢ 
river, that factory was almost entirely 
destroyed, and it is reported that twenty- 
nine men lost their lives. The number 
of dead has not yet been established, but 
it is known that they were in the build- 
ing and all were working on the seventh 
floor. . 

The flames spread so rapidly that a 


man who was working on the third floor’ 


had barely time to escape with his life, 
and it is not thought by the employees of 
the concern or by the firemen that the 
men in the upper story could have avoid- 
ed death. 

At midnight two bodies had been taken 
from the ruins, but the fire was burning 
so fiercely that it was impossible to 
make further search. 

Flames Spread Rapidly. 

The plant of the refining company con- 
sisted of three buildings, the drying 
house, seven stories in height, the ma 
refinery, fourteen stories high, and an- 
other structure of four stories. The fire 
started in the drying house, being caused 
by an explosion. 

The flames spread with almost incred- 
ible rapidity and by the time the first 
of the fire department had arrived the 
building was ablaze from foundation to 
roof. It was impossible for the firemen to 
make any effective fight against the

flames, and in a short time all the wal’s 
were down, and the building, within a 
half hour of the time of the explosion, 
was a mass of debris. 

” The fire was so hot that at one time it 
was feared that Taylor street viaduct, 
across which access Is’ *had to the south 
side of the city, would be destroyed, 
but the firemen ma@nhaged to save this 
after a hard struggle. *They bent every 
effort toward saving the fourteen-story 
building of the. refinery, but so intense 
was the fire ip the drying house that this 
caught fire in. several places and at 12:30 
a. m. it was evident that, even if it couid 
be saved at all; it would be badly dam- 
aged. ; 

The men employed in the three lower 
fioors of the drying house ran for the 
doors and windows as soon as they had 
knowledge of the fire and all of them 
succeeded in reaching the open air. On 
the third floor ther@ was one man at 
work. He was cut off from the fire ¢s- 
cape by the dense clouds of smoke that 
poured through the, building and was 
compelled to make a run for his life 
down the stairs. He burst through a 
mass of flame and when he reached thie 
lower doorway was badly scorched. 

No Chance for Their Lives. 

The men on the seventh floor had no 
chance whatever for their lives. Sever- 
al of them left the windows and crawled 
along fhe sills in am effort to reach a 
place of safety, but With the exception 
of two men all thése who attempted 
to reach safety In fhis way made up 
their minds that it ‘was certain death

and went back into the burning building. 

The two men, however, determined to 
take the chances of a leap and climbing 
up on the window ledge they sprang out 
inte the air. One of them came straight 
down for the greater part of the way, but 
just as he was witnin a short distance 
of the pavement his body swung around 
and struck the stone walk at full length. 
The other man turned over and over as 
he came whirling down. Their bodies 
were horribly crushed and mangled, and 
it was impossible for any of the men who 
saw them directly after their jump to 
identify them in any way. 

Four other men jumped from the win- 
dows on the fourth floor. These men 
were terribly injured and. were taken in 
police ambulances to the hospitals. Two 
of them who were able to gives their 
names to the physicians are Josept Butkos 
and Paul Kauris. 

One of the survivors who reached the 
ground in safety after a perilous journey 
down from the fire escape from the fourth 
story, said: 

“I don’t believe any of the men on the 
top story could have escaped. The flames 
drove me from my post, and but for the 
fact that I was near the fire escape lI 
would never have reached the ground.” 


Conflicting Statement. 
The fire was under control before 1 


o'clock and although it was not possible | 


at that time to form any estimate of the 
loss of life, the statements of the men 
employed in the drying house were 580 
conflicting that the police deciared that 
in their opinion the loss of life would 
not be more than ten or twelve. Several 
of the men who escaped from the lower 
part of tne building said that there were 
not more than ten men on the top floor, 
and itis not thought there will be any loss 
of life among the men employed in any: 
other part of the building.

Jim Wesley and Reddick Bar- 
lon Lynched at Hempstead for 


Assault and Murder. 


MOB COULD NOT WAIT 
FOR LEGAL EXECUTION 


Allowed Negroes To Be Convicted 
Legally and Then Dragged Them 
from Court House and 
Hanged Them on the 
Public Square. 


| Hempstead, Tex., October 21.—After be- 


ing 'r’ed with legal form and procedure 
for criminal assault and murder, and 
given the death penalty in each case, Jim 
Wesley and Reddick Barton, negroes, 
were late this afternoon taken from the 
authorities and lynched in the pubiie 
square by an infuriated mob. 

The district judge asked the governor 
for troops to accompany the negroes here 
from the jail at Houston, where they were 
safe. At the request of a large number 


of citizens of Hempstead, who signed a 


written promise to aid the authorities tn 
preventing any mob law, it is said, Judge 
Thompson countermanded his 
and the troops did not accompany the ne- 
groes.

IRISH LEAGUE OF AMERICA. 


John Finnerty; of Chicago, Is Chosen 
President. 

Boston, October 21.—John F. Finnerty, 
of Chicago, was.today unanimously re- 
elected president of the United Irish 
League of America, for the ensuing year. 
The other officers elected are: Vice presi- 
dents, Patrick Egan, New York; Michael 
J. Redding, Baltimore; secretary, John 
O’Callahan, Boston; treasurer, T. B. 
Fritzpatrick, Boston. The convention 
completed its work this afternoon and 
adjourned after listening to addresses. by 
John E. Redmond and Edward Blake. 
A resolution was adopted providing that 
$100,000 be raised witain the next six 
months for the cause of Ireland, and this 
convention pledge itself for said amount, 
and that after the sum named has been 
raised the league age eget to give dol- 
lar for dollar with the land lords fund, 
while the. struggle continues.

Wilkesbarre, Pa., October 21.—Withn @ 
shout that fairly shook the convention 
building, the representatives of the M4i,- 
000 mine workers who have been on strike 
since last May officially declared off, at 
noon today, the greatest contest ever 
waged between capital and labor, and 
placed all the questions involved in the 
struggle into the hands of the arbitration 
commission appointed by the president of 
the United States. wat 

When the news was flashed to the towns 
and villages down in the valleys and on 
the mountains of the coal region the 
strike-affected imhabitants heaved a sigh 
of relief. Many days have gone by since 
more welcome news was received. Every- 
where there was rejocing, and in many 
places the end of the strike was the sig- 


nal for impromptu town celebrations. 


The anthracite coal regions, from its 
largest city—Scranton—down to the lowll- 
est coal patch, has suffered by the con- 
flict, and every one now looks for better 
times. While the large army of mine 
workers and their families number ap- 


‘proximately a half million persons are 


grateful that work is to be resumed on 
Thursday, the strikers have still to learn 
what their reward will be. President 
Roosevelt having taken prompt action in 
calling the arbitrators together for their 
first meeting on Friday, the miners hope 
they will know by Thanksgiving day what 
practical] gain they have made. 
Vote To Resume Unanimous. 
The vote to resume coal mining was a 


unanimous one, and was reached only af- 


ter a warm debate. The principal ob- 
jection to accepting the arbitration prop- 
osition was that no proposition was con- 
tained in the scheme to take care of those 
men who fail to get back their old posi- 
tions, or would be unable to get any 
work at all. The engineers and pump- 
men get better pay than other classes of 
mine workers, and they did not care to 
run the risk of losing altogether their old 
places and be compelled to dig coal for 
a living. This question came up yester- 


day, and was argued right up to the’ 


time the vote was taken. No one had a 


definite plan to offer to overcome the ob- 


jection and the report of the committee 
on resolutions recommending that the 
strike be declared off and that all issues 
be placed in the hands of the arbitration

Roosevelt Calls Arbitrators... 

Washington, October. 21.—Shortly: before 
3 o'clock this afternoon .President Roose- 
velt received a telegram from Wilkes- 
barre, Pa., “informing him’ that »the® con- 
vention of Nminefs ‘had declaréd off the 
anthracite coal strike. The telegram;was 
signed. by John Mitchell, chairman, ana 
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W. B. Wilson, secretary of the conven- 
tion, and was identical with that made 
public at Wilkesbarre before noon today. 

Immediately .upon receipt of the infor- 
mation the following telegram, signed 
by Secretary Cortelyou, was sent to Mr. 
Mitchell: j 

“Upon receipt of your telegram of this 
date, the président summoned’ the com-- 
mission to meet here on Friday next, the 
24th instant, at 10 a, m. oases 

News of the termination of the strike 
was received by the president with great 
satisfaction. Before thé formal telegram 
from Mr. Mitchell had reached him he 
had been informed through the Asso- 
ciated Press of the’ conventidn’s’ favor- 
able action. Soon afterward Carroll D. 
Wright, commissioner of labor, who is tu 
be the recorder of the. arbitration com- 
mission, called at the white house and 
gave to the president the information in 
telegrams which he had received from 
Wilkesbarre. 

Already telegrams have been gent to 
the members of the commission notifying 
them of the first meeting to be held in 
this city on Friday morning,’ and sum- 
moning them to be present. The meeting 
probably will .be held in the office of 
Commissioner Wright, in the department 
of labor. After the commission has ef- 
fected its organization, the members will 
call in a body. upon the president to pay 
their respects. 


Instructions to Commission. 

At that time, it is expected, he will 
embrace the opportunity to give the com- 
mission such verbal instructions as he 
may care to present to ft. Besides, he 
may prepare a formal] letter of instruc- 
tions. That was the method pursued at 
the time of the appointment-of the Pull- 
man strike commission, of which Colonel 
Wright was the president. : 

It is understood that few meetings of 
the commission will be held in Washing- 
ton. After the -work of the commission 
has been mapped out, the first step will 
be to take the ‘testimony of the miners, | 
who may be regarded as the plaintiffs in 
the d#se. Notification will be sent to. all 
iriterested parties,’ that, at certain speci- 
fied times, the commission will‘ hear evi- 
dence to be presented. The parties te 
the inquiry will be permitted to be pres- 
ent-at the hearings either personally or 
by counsel. 

Whether the sessions of the commission 
will be open “to the publi¢ is a question 
the commission itself will have to deter- 
miine, but it is regarded as quite likely 
that at all sessions, when ‘testimony _ is 
taken, the public will be admitted, at 
least through representatives of the

Dr. Louis A. Coffin, who -was called to | 
the club to attend Cornish, said he found 
Cornish suffering from mercurial poison- 
ing. .John A. Yokum gave the component 
parts of cyanide of mercury. Detectives 
testified as to their work in tracing the 
bottle which contained the poison, and the 
evidence, of Elsie Gray, deceased, who 
was cashier at the Kutnow powder fac- 
tory, given at the first trial, as to how 
a sample bottle of the’ powder could be 
obtained, was read. ..

Advice Given Delegates to 
Episcopal Missionary

hundreds of clerical and lay delegates 
from all sections of the United States, 
the missionary council of the Protestant 
Episcopal church in American. began its 
sessions here today. The opening ser- 
vice was held in St. James church, when 
Bishop Gailor, of Tennessee, preached the 
sermon and Bishop Tuttle, of Missouri, 
conducted the celébration of the holy

Bishop Gailor in his sermon defined 
Christianity as a religion of devotion, 
absolutely and unconditionally of person, 
mind and body, to Jesus Christ, being 
therein unlike. Buddhism, a religion of 
method, or.Mohammedanism, a religion 
of a book.

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Georgia Road - Must Grant 
Demands of Engineers, 


Members of Brotherhood from Eight 
Connecting Roads Meet in Au- 
gusta and Decide on Action. 
Await Reply of General 
Manager Scott. 


Augusta, Ga., October 21.—(Special.)— 
Some time ago, when the committee of 
engineers from the Georgia railroad wait- 
ed on General Manager Scott, there was 
much talk among their asociates and 
friends of an impending strike. Then 
came Assistant Grand Chief Youngson, 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers, and after a few days there was a 
_cessation of strike talk. There seemed 
to be an expectation of an amicable ad- 
justment, or, at any rate, a discourage- 
ment of strike talk. 

But tonight there seems to have arisen 
the former anticipation of conflict. It 
may be because the time draws hear 
when Mr. Scott's ten days will be out, 
on the 23d, when he is to give his 4an- 
Swer to the demands of the engineers, 
or it may result from the arrival in Au- 
gusta today not only of Mr. 
Youngson, but the chairmen of 
the board of adjusters of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
from eight connecting railroads. They 
are Messrs. Fetzer, of the Seaboard Air 
Line; Catherwood, of the Central of Geor- 
gia; Still, of the Atlanta and West Point; 
Waters, of the Southern; Jennings; of the 
Atlantic Coast Line; Welch, of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis; Thomp- 
son, Of the Louisville and Nashville, and 
Farmer, of the Georgia Southern and 
Florida.

Thank God the piano is in 
the buflding. * * * My friends, I have 
teachers employed in the school and a 
lady in the field organizing the ladies of 
this section for pure and cleagp homes.

ATTORNEYS’ FEES. 
ARE CUT BY JUDGE 


Only Ten Per Cent To Be Allowed 
- in Bankruptey Cases, 


Sensation Created by Announcement 
That This Amount Should Be 
Allowed in. Macon Sash, 
Door and Lumber 
Company. 


Macon, Ga., October 21.—(Special.)— 
Judge Speer, An the United States court, 
this morning, dealt a blow to some of his 
fellow-lawyers by cutting down the fees 
of the attorneys in bankruptcy cases. 
These fees have been very liberal] hereto- 
fore, and when Judge Speer decided that 
the attorneys for the Macon Sash, Door 
and Lumber Company should be paid 
only 10 per cent there was quite a little 
sensation in the court room. 

Relating to this action, the judge said 
to the court: 

‘‘The court is always very glad, indeed, 
to allow counsel in all proper cases fees 
which adequately compensate them for 
the skill and ability with which their pro- 
fessional] services are rendered. Estimat- 
ed upon this basis, the compensation of 
Mr. Smith in this case would be very 
large. There are, however, a good many 
considerations which must influence the 
court in fixing. the fees of» attorneys. 
Sinde the enactment of the bankruptcy 
law we have habitually fixed the fees, 
not only of counsel, but of receivers, ref- 
erees and others, upon an economical 
scale. In fact, from the beginning the 
court has been pretty regularly assailed 
with complaints that such allowances 
for compensation have not been suffi- 
ciently large. Perhaps these complaints 
were at times justfiable. We have, how- 
ever, felt that it was due.the parties and 
due the law that there should be an eco- 
nomical administration of bankrupt’s es- 
tates. 

“Now, in this case, application is for a 
fee of over 50 per cent of the amount in 
the hands of the trustee. This is only 
about $2,000, and yet the attorneys have 
testified that it should be subjected to 
a charge of $1,500 counsel fees. The mas- 
ter allows over 50 per cent of the actual 
amount of the recovery: I do not think 
it is proper for the court to make any 
such allowance. While, doubtless, the 
services of counsel were worth the 
amount allowed by the master, if consid- 
ered with sole regard to the skill and 
learning displayed, yet the court must

Chamberlain’s Challenge to Us. 

It looks very much as if Hon. Jo- 
seph Chamberlain, the British secre- 
tary for the colonies, is tendering the 

_ United States a challenge in the field 
_ of colonial policies. 
_ We have but recently gone into the 
' eolonization business and the crudities 
—  ., of our apprenticeship are not conceal- 
_ @d@ even from ourselves. England has 
been a long time at the’ trade. As 
much as a hundred and twenty-six 
years ago she produced a losing crisis 
| _—*between herself and her American col! 
' * Onies. That mistake cost her the loss 
of the colonies, after a good thrash- 
> ing, and the establishment of the Unit- 
© dd States as her most aggressive and 
successful competitor for world power 
in politics and trade. 
In the meanwhile English colonial 
Policy has been completely reversed 
and we find Mr. Chamberlain squarely 
tfaversing the course of King George 
Il and his ministers of a century and 
& quarter ago. And this comes in the 
veiled nature of a criticism and prac- 
tically as a challenge to the policy 
adopted by the United States: in our 
_ ew Porto Rican and Philippine colo- 
_ mies.

‘The Americanization’ of that «.c- 
tum would read that “American colo- 
nies should govern themselves as 
they please, provided constitutional 
national interests are not thereby af- 
fected.” But we have not so dealt 
with our colonies and are making no 
pretense of regarding them as having 
any rights other than may be granted 
to them by act of congress. The Por- 
to Rican and Philippines acts do not 
set up self-governing autonomies in 
those islands. Their citizens are de- 
clared to be not citizens of the United 
States, but are subjects living on 
American territory by the grace of the 
American government, and are to be 
dealt with by any autocratic or strato- 
cratic poliey that may be legislated for 
them in Washington. 

The Chamberlain policy puts our 
own out of countenance as a_ just, 
democratic and equitable manifesta- 
tion of old American doctrines and de- 
mands. The two policies contrasted 
gives England a great advantage in 
the courts of public opinion and puts 
upon us the difficult task of justifying 
the use upon our part as a republic of 
a colonial policy whieh our fathers re- 
sisted and defeated and from which 


It fairly puts us in a hole from which 
we will find it hard to climb out suc- 
cessfully.

Faulty Educational Work. 

Recently the New York State Teach- 
ers’ Association sent out inquiries to 
over four hundred leading business 
men of the state asking for comments 
upon the educational results of the 
public schools as developed in the 
young people going from the schools 
into employments. Four hundred and 
nine replies were received. giving ex- 
periences and making suggestive com- 
ments. 3 

From a careful digest of the answers 
it is discovered that these business 
men by a large majority find that the 
public schools have not efficiently ed- 
ucated the pupils in the.correct use of 
English speech, in spelling and in 
arithmetic. In other words, accuracy 
in “the three Rs’’—reading, writing 
and arithmetic—has been overridden 


the children with things that are not 
of prime importance in the bread-win- 
ning walks and civic competency for 
daily living in a democratic republic. 
Business men who have to depend 
on the intelligence of their employees 
in quick understanding of written or 
printed instructions, in making reports 
in writing and operating other forms 
of correspondence should be trust- 
worthy judges of the general level of 
preparation for such duties possessed 
by those who come to them fresh from 
the public schools. The testimony 
they have given in this instance in 


throughout the country and its signifi- 
cance should not be lost upon those 
who have to legislate and those who 
have to operate our common school 
systems. _ 

The suggestions made by the re- 
spondent are almost unanimously 
founded upon the necessity for a bed- 
rock fotndation of accurate instruc- 
tion in “the three Rs” and. then in 
geography and the elements of natural 
history—the knowledge of peoples, an- 
imals, pursuits of labor and modes of 
production. And they agree that it 
will be a happy and profitable day for 
our children and our country when 
our public schools are compelled to 
make reading, writing and arithmetic 
the accurate possessions. of their pu- 
pils. We believe the same thing and 
add our own encouragement to those 
who may exhibit wisdom by inaugurat- 
ing this greatly needed sine qua non 
of our common school systems.

A Campaign of the Cabinet. 

Perhaps the surest indication of the 
campaign straits into which the re- 
publican party has fallen is the ex- 
traordinary fact that six of the eight 
members of the president’s cabinet 
have been called to: the stump.

ernor for protection against domestic vio- 
lence. That act of ‘April 20, 1871, did not 
give the president any power which he 
did not possess before. It is not from 
congress that he derives his powers. Con- 
gress can no more extend them.by en- 
actment beyond the limits fixed in the 
constitution than it can diminish them. 
As well might the president attempt to 
extend or diminish the constitutional 
powers of congress by executive procla- 
mation. Nor can congress impose upon 
the president as a duty any act or se- 
ries of acts which the constitution does 
not authorize him to perform. 
The supreme court of the United 


States has never been called upon to 
determine the constitutionality of sec- 
tion 5299, beeause since ‘President 
Hayes withdrew the support of federal 
troops from the fraudulent republican 


‘governments of South Carolina and 


Louisiana in 1877, the powers contain- 
ed in the section have never been at- 
tempted by any subsequent president. 

The best opinion of the nation ex- 
pressed by the press. and constitution- 
al lawyers is that the section plainly 
violates section 4 of article 4 of the 
constitution of the : 
And because in the stress of some

BANKS MAKE FINE SHOWING 


Statement of Last Reports Is Given 
Out by Treasurer Park. 


BIG INCREASE IN LOANS 


Figures Indicate That the Financial 
Institutions of the State 
Are All Right. 


State Treasurer R. EB. Park has given 
out a statement showing the condition of 


the state banks in totals at the close of 
business on September 8, 192. These 
statements are usually called for twice 
& year by the state treasurer, who is 
state bank examiner, at times when the 
bankers are not looking for it. 

A summary of these statements of Sep- 
tember 8 shows the state banks to be in 
a healthy condition. A comparison is 
made with the figures of 191, showing 
that the paid in capital has increased 
during the year by $490,000 and that the 
surplus and net profits have increased by 
$500,000. The deposits on that date were 
more than $4,000,000 greater than In 1901, 
while bills payable and rediscounts have 
fallen off. In the table of fesources it 
is shown that the banks have Joaned out 
nearly $4,000,000 more than in 1901. Alto- 
gether the banks of the state make a most 
creditable showing. They seem to have 
plenty of money and to be otherwise in 
good condition, as the following table

Cocacola Case Was Decided by Court 
of Appeals Yesterday. 


AMOUNT. INVOLVED “$47,000 


Several Other Cases’ of Importance 
| Were Decided Before the Ad- 
journment of the Court Yes- 
terday—Comptroller 
Loses Suit. 


The United States circuit court of ap- 
peals rendered a decision in the noted 
coca cola case against the United States 
government, affifming the decision of the 
lower court, which rendered a verdict 
in favor of the company for the recov- 
ery of $12,900, 

This ends an interesting piece of Iftt- 
gation which has been in the courts for 
Over a year. The whole amount involved 
in the controversy, including the inter- 
est, is $47,000. : 

The internal revenue department lev- 
led a tax upon coca cola, claiming that it 
was a medicinal article under the war 
revenue act of 1898. The company paid 
the tax under protest, and filed suit 
against the government to recover the 
tax, on the ground that coca cola was 
not a medicine, but was a soda fountain 
drink. Two trials were had before Judge 
Newman. Upon the first trial the jury 
disagreed, and a mistrial was declared. 
Upon the second trial, which occurred 
in Pebruary of the- present year, the 
jury returned a verdict in favor of the 
coca cola cOMmpany for the amount of 
the taxes paid.

New York, Octeober 2!1.—The cotton market 
@pened steady and unchanged to 4 points lower 
in sympathy with heaviness in the Liverpool 
‘market, and in keeping with the weather map 
from the belt. There was little or no public 
support in evidence, and the foreign business 
avent almost exclusively to the bear side. How- 
ever, light receipts at the ports and @ emall 
estimate for tomorrow's Houston receipts 
Jed to hasty covering later in the first hour, 
and there were indications that Wall street 
was eupporting the January option. ®#he south- 
ern spot cotton people took every advantage 
of an advance to 8.65 for January, to. put 
out hedges, and pressure of this nature soon 
forced prices backward again. Commission 
houses sold scattering lines of winter months. 
Otherwiee outside business continued along 
hand-to-mouth lines. Predictions for a bear- 
ish weekly crop weather report from New 

ns at midday, and for an increase in 
receipts before the ciq:e of the week, helped 
to weight down the late forenoon market. 
The bureau statemefit proved quite as favor- 
@bie as expected, and prices continued to 
hover around the lowest figures of the morn- 
ing up to midafternoon. Then there was a 
steady liquidation and short gelling movement 
under which prices slipped lower, peg by 
peg, with the close barely steady and net 4 
to 8 points lower. Total sales estimated at 
200,000 bales. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, October 2!.—In the spot cot- 
ton market holders, influenced by the down- 
ward trend in contract values, as well as 
by the unsatisfactory attitude of Liverpool, 
are showing little disposition to force sales, 
and’to that end are making slight concessions 
in favor of the purchasing element. Buyers 
are not taking the goods freely at current | 
asking prices, and as a rule sold off for. defi- 
nitely lower figures, which factors thus fa 
are not prepared to concede. Sales 5,050 bales, 
including 2,000 to arrive. Quotations tn- 
changed. 

In the market for contracts, under the in- 
fluence of unfavorable cables and a contin- 
wance of ideal cotton making weather tlLrough- 
out the belt, bull sentiment was dissipated 
and prices showed an inclination to seek a 
lower level. On the first call prices were 
unchanged to |! point lower, but immediately 
thereafter worked up 2 to 3 points. The mar- 
ket then began to decline and lost 7 to 8 
‘points. Later profit taking by scalpers caused 
a@ recovery of 3 to 4 points, and after further 
slight fluctuations the market closed quiet, 
showing net losses of 3 to 4 points.
